REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: No teaching 
can be found for removing existing solid carbon dioxide using liquid ethane, or adjusting 
percentages of ethane or carbon dioxide liquid to provide a near azeotropic blend. Cole 
forms solid carbon dioxide from the feed in the vapor space and does not disclose 
removal of existing solid carbon dioxide or adjusting the percentages of the liquid 
outflow. None of the other cited references provide the teaching of adjusting the 
percentages of ethane of carbon dioxide or removing existing carbon dioxide. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
